Mr. Charles I). Cates, 80 years cl' 
age, and >n< cl' the most prominent 
I citizens of Wise county 
for 
more 
than fifty years, died at his 
home, 
Twixtbvidge faun, north of Decatur, 
Monday night, after an illness 
of 
several weeks. 
Mr. Cates had been 
in feeble health for three years, but 
it wats not until a short 
time 
ago 
that the condition of his health be­ 
came alarming. 
When the news was 
spread that the pioneer was no more 
there were expressions of 
genuine 
sorrow on every hand, for no man in 
Wise counts was better wnown, and 
no citizen was m ore universally lov­ 
ed. He was “a man among m en,” and 
i through all the history of the county 
he has played a prom inent part. He 
was a builder, and no man contribut­ 
ed more to the prosperity 
and 
ad­ 
vancement of ii is town and county. 
Mr. Cates was born in Bradley 
county, Teen., January 7, I 8.'19; af­ 
ter the death of his father he came 
with his m other aud seven brothers 
and sisters to Texas, settling in Wise 
county on a larm near where the 
town of 
Decatur now 
stands, 
In 
185 7 he came to Decatur, entering 
the mercantile business. 
When the 
conflict between the state broke he 
was appointed tax collector by the 
confederate government, tin* district 
comprising ten of the largest coun­ 
ties, with headquarters in Decatur. 
His conduct of this important busi­ 
ness for the sorely pressed 
govern­ 
ment brought 
commendation 
from 
the nation’s officials, and before th»- 
war closed Mr. Cates was given the 
rank of colonel by the government 
headed by Jefferson Davis. 
After 
the war closed, Mr. Cates re-entered 
the mercantile business, his partn er 
being 
Mr. 
J. 
Carpenter, 
The firm did a prosperous business. 
Pater he was associated in business, 
with Judge w. W. Brady aud Cyphue 
Woods, two of the most prominent 
business men cf that day.. Tiring of 
thtj nu lean.tie business, 
Mr. Cates 
sold his interests and engaged in tin 
lines of trader and speculator. 
In 
this business he was successful and 
soon became an extensive owner of 
lands in Wise and adjoining c o u n ­ 
ties 
He built the first toll bridge 
in this section of the state, crossing 
West Forte near where the town of 
Bridgeport now stands, 
At the end 
of the bridge he 
erected 
a 
store- 
building, grist and saw mills. 
He 
then laid out the town of Bridgeport, 
and on having a well dug tfor w ater 
discovered a vein of coal. The pre­ 
sent magnificent industrial plant of 
the Wise County Coal Co. is tho re­ 
sult of his discovery, an organization 
which Mr. Cates was the prime mov- j 
er in forming. He was an officer and 
heavy stockholder in the 
company 
for many years. 
In 1 878 he became 
identified with the Indian depreda- j 
tion claims departm ent of the federal 
government, and through his u ntir­ 
ing efforts a num ber of Wise county 
citizen^ were reimbursed for loss or I
